These symptoms have abated 
this morning as on previous days. At pres- 
ent bis temperature is slightly above the nor- 
mal, and his pulse a littie more frequent than 
vesterday morning.

Secretary Blaine, Whois just left the Exec- 
utive Mansion, says the ‘surgeons are still 
feeling a little more hopeful with regard to 
the President's case than they did last night, 
on account of the continued flow of pus from 
the inflamed gland through the ear. The 
general condition of the patient, however, 
has not, he says, materially changed during 
the morning. The pulse has been fairly 
steady, but is now a little higher than it was

EXECUTIVE MANSION, 12:30 P. M.—At the 
morning dressing of the President it was ob- 
served thatthe pus fromthe parotid swell- 
ine had found its way spontaneously into his 
right external auditorial metus, through 
which it was discharging.

from what the surgeons have told me, the 
President's right parotid gland is in some 
respects Ie this sponge. Everywhere 
i\hrough it there are little cells or pockets, in 
eacb of which there is an accumulation of 
pus. The incision madeon the day before 
yesterday piereed oue of these 
and released the pus which 
that particular one contained, but 
did not drain the others, an‘ in fact the 
others could not be effectually drained at this 
“tage ofthe suppuration by a single incision 
made anywhere. The fear last night was 
that the pus retained in these smal! cavities 
would become unhealthy, and, as I before 
said, result in acute blood poisoning. Dr. 
Bliss told us, however, last night just before 
we went home that he had not given uo the 
hope of a favorable chanye during the night, 
andthe surgeons think this morning that 
there bas been sucha slight change for the 
better as Dr. Bliss hoped for. 

The breaking of the suppurating gland into 
the cavity of the ear will, itis thought, afford 
more relief than could be given in any other 
wav, and it is, therefore, regarded as a favor- 
uble symptom. The discharge through that 
channel seems to be free. The pus is thus 
far of a bealthy character, and the patient’s 
mind this morning is clearer than last night, 
showing that there has been no blood-poison- 
ing of consequence from the gland as yet. 
Taking everything into consideration, I think 
there is reason this morning fora little more 
hope.

Secretary Lincoln Talks. 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, August 26,11:59 A. u. 
—Secretary Lincoln, coming out of the Cab- 
inet room this morning, Was asked what he 
tboucht of the President's condition. ‘Well, 
be said, *‘there is just enough eneouragement 
this morning to revive the faint hope which I 
bad up to last night, that the President would 
pull through. What the surgeons told us 
yesterday evening increased the impression 
that the swollen parotid gland had very much 
the character of a severe and dangerous car- 
buncle, Which was enough, of itseif, to bring 
a well man very low, even if it did not cause 
death. Witb this impression my bope largely 
left me. This morning, however, I feel a lit- 
tie encouragement.”’

„Well, the inflamed gland is discharging 
quite freely through the ear. This the sur- 
veons regard as favorable, and it seems so to 
me. Ii think, too, that the general condition 
of tbe patient is alittleimproved to-day. His 
mind acts better and grasps an idea more 
readily than it did last night, and there has 
been this morning none of the incoherency of 
speech which was then noticed.

The President aroused 
from his stupor for a moment 
and noticed his wife at his bedside, 
whereupon he suggested that she bad better 
go to ber room and get somerest. She asked

The Lancet’s Opinion. 

LONDON, August 26.—Tbe Lancet says that 
when itis bornein mind that, in cases of 
starvation, death supervenes when the loss 
of two-fifths of the original weight has oc- 
curred, the fact that President Gartield has 
lost eighty pounds is alone sufficient to ex- 
cite serious apprehensions. We cannot but 
regard the parotid swelling or abscess as of 
seriousimport. Although it may be an ex- 
aggerationto speak of his recovery as alto- 
gether beyond hope, 2 speedy improveimeat 
is necessary to avert the worst results.

A Budget of lucidents and Accidents 
From Detroit. 


DETROIT, August 26.—A negro named 
Charles Dew was killed on Tuesday night at 
the Township cf Riley, in Clinton county, 
this State. The negro had many 
enemies, although not of a quarrelsome dis- 
position, the current belief in 
this neighborhood being that he abused his 
wife and cruelly struck her. A®out a month 
since a party of men broke into his bouse in 
the middle of the night and bound, gagzed, 
tarred and feathered him, and threatened to 
take his life if he did not change his course. 
On the night in question, the wife was 
absent from the house, which was again 
visited, but by whom is not known. The 
body was found hanging in tbe barn next 
morning With acut over the left eye, pene- 
trating the skull sufficient to cause instant 
death, also a cut in the back part of the head. 
One leg was dislocated and his back badly 
bruised, indicating terrible struggle. The 


body was covered with blood, presenting a 
sickening sight. The murdered man 
was about 85 and a bachelor until last 
spring.

_ wouple of examples will express precisely 
bat is meant At one time in his life, 
Stephen A. Douglas was the most prominent 
and promising man in this country. His 
Senatorial career was brilliant, and his Presi- 
dential aspirations seemed iu a fair way to 
be gratified. Attracted by that briliiancy, 
and the desire to be the wite of a future ovcu- 
pant of the White House, a lady distin- 
cuished for her beauty and accomplishments 
married bim. Wherever the Senator went 
she shone a star reflected in the diamond 
mind of her husband. He failed to reach the 
l’residency, and she failed in her ambition to 
be the “first lady of the land.“ Douglas died 
of mortification, and his beautiful widow 
married again. She was reported to 
have said: “My first marriage was 
one of ambition. my second one of love.’’ 
Durivg the Presidential election in 
which Mr. Tilden was a candidate, 
Madame Rumor asserted that the sage was 
about to marryavery lovely young lady, 
Miss Neliie Haseltine, the belle of St. Louis. 
Sbe was interviewed, and, smilingly, like a 
true woman, denied the “soft impeach ment.”’ 
Subsequent events have shown that had Mr. 
Tilden not been cheated out of the Presi- 
dency, the double inducements of great 
wealth and porition as mistress of the White 
House might have caved the beautiful bird. 
Ihe de jure 'resident was one of ninety- 
nine unsuccessful suitors, according to the 
confession ofthe fair St. Louisan recently. 
A heart which had been considered as iron- 
clad iu resisting ninety-nine sieges capit- 
ulated the other day to a gvod-lookiog, 
young, second-class tenor of an opera com- 
pany. Amweg, the singer, divulged the 
secret that Miss Haseltine had become in

fatuated with bim, had declared in an inter- 


view that he was the first man that had 
touched her heart of all the ninety-nine

But in 
her case the marriage was the result of the 
uctivity of both her female and mate princi- 
pies, aud this mace the cupidity of ambition 
predominant because the selfish motives of 
the twin principles acted in concert. In 
her after-marriage of love it was the 
activity of the female element 
which gave away heart and hand. Not one 
ofthe ninety-Line suitors of Miss Haseltine 
reached her heart because they had failed to 
overwhelm the cupidity of the male princi- 
le of her organization. Had she married

It commences the moment you leave the 
dock at New York.: You have paid a very 
large sum for your passage, enough to enti- 
tle you to every comfort that money can buy. 


‘But there sets upon you immediately a horde 


of blood-suckers,who never let go till, gorged, 
theyidrop off at Liverpool. Ther a is a sover- 
eign to the man who makes vour bed; there 
is the chambermaid; there isthe table stew- 
art, the smoking-room stewart, the deck stew- 
art: there are collections for asylums in 
Liverpoot; there are collections for the man 
who attends to the purser’s room, where a 
select few are treated toa little refreshment 
at ö in the afternoon; there are fees for show- 
ing the machinery of the vessel; there are 
tips for the Lord knows what. 

Then there is the English botel. You con- 
tract for your room for so much a day—and 
the sum is always a round one—and it is ex- 

lained to you that you may order your meals 
rom « bill of fare, the price of each dish be- 
ing set down opposite its name. Very good, 
you say to yourself; I know now whatI am 
to pay, and you fallto work. When you are 
tbrough you rise and prepare to get out. The 
waiter stops you with an obsequious smile in 
which there is much determiuation, and re- 
maike, The waiter!’’ Lou are made to 
uuderstand that he expects ashilling. You 
give it to bim. Getting to your room you 
want a pitcher of water. A servant brings it 
and waits till you give him asixpence. You 
take a drink—if you do  drink—l 
know this from seeing other Victims—you 
pay for the drink, and the servant who 
brings it to you expects and manages to 
get threepence. The boy who cleans your 
boots wants sixpence, the chambermaid who 
sweeps your room wants a shilling, the boy 
who gues down to see 1f you have any let- 
ters wants sixpence; and after paying for all 
this you get your bill. Understand you have 
already paid exorbitant prices for euch and 
every bit of service you have received; but, 
nevertbcless, tbere in your bill is an item, 
‘attendance four days, eight shililaga.’? You 
pay it without a murmur externaily, and 
Lope you are done with it. Not so. As you 
leave the hotel, there stands the entire retinue 
of servants—the boots, the chambermaid, the 
bar-man, the bell-poy—all with their hands 
extended, and every one expecting a parting 
hover of smell colin. Lou pay it. 
There is no other way todo. You get into 
your cab and drive tothe station. The legil 
ture is one and sixpence. The cabby expects 
sixpence in addition for himself; the porter 
who shows you what car to get into, with 
the uniform of the company on his back, ex- 
pects jourpence for that; the other porter 
who takes your valise to the car-door must 
be feed; and so on and so on, forever and for- 
ever. 

I tried conclusions with a hotel clerk in a 
city in England, but I shall never Jo it again.

RED HAIR AND BEAUTY. 


atment of the Several Types o 

— Red Hair, Etc. 
From Miss Oakley's ‘* Beauty in gyre 8 

‘ntil very lately the red-haired class has 
—— modern times only admired by artists, 
though in olden days iu Venice dark-haired 
ladies used to dye their hair red to imitate 
their more fortunate sisters who were born 
thus decorated. To-dayin Venice one sees 
sometimes the red-haired Italian, with green 
or gray eyes, but more often one sees them 
in still more northern parts of Italy, and they 
are alwaye# admired. 

Red hair bas been contrasted with biue cus- 
torsarily, and = is the one color that should 

ver approach it. 
Prbere are several types of the red-haired. 
and each requires a differeat “treatment. 
lied bair with blue eyes must be differently 
managed from red hair with gray or green or 
Lrown eyes. Very often blue eyes, which are 
not so fortunate as other colors with red hair, 
may be neutralized by the color of the gown; 
but as soon as blue is introduced into the 
dress,the blue eyes count for twice their 
value, and form too strong a contrast with 
the bair. 

To assure yourself of this fact in color, 
take a fabric upon which are red, blue and 
green spots or figures; fasten uponita blue 
ribbon, and you will at once see the blue 
spots more prominently than the red or 
erecn; fasten agreen ribbon upon it, and 
vour eye at once selects the green spots; with 
x red ribbon the red spots tell. 

Many blue eyes are of a transparent quality, 
easily reflecting other color. A green dress 
will immediately impart some of its own tone 
to tbe transparent blue eye, and thus it will 
to all intents and purposes cease to be blue. 
The green must by no-means be light, for a 
pale green is a very unfortunate color with 
really red hair, while the deep reds and yel- 
lows are very harmonious with it. Que might 
set down the possibilities and impossibilities 
for the red-haired type as follows, these being 
principles that apply to the entire class of the 
red-haired, whether of one variation or an- 
other:

There is a color to be used with red hair 
that requires almost an artist to use it, when 
it may be very effective. It should bein 
small quantities and contrasted with other 
tones; it is a pale, yellowish pink. All pinks 
approaching a violet shade are painful with 
red bair, but especially where the eyes are 
brown, and the complexion of that shell-like 
beauty that often accompanies this type. 
Such « pink as we have spoken of, used asa 
lining to a dull, dark amber, almost brown, 
such as one may find in velvet, or a red that 
is as red as a dark red hollyhock, seems to 
repeat, as with a deeper note in octavo, the 
fair bloom of the complexion. 

The blue-eved women of this type do well 
to wear chiefly the greens, stonegray and 
vellows, the creamy white and black. This 
vives them sufficient range and. they cannot 
improve uponit: nor for ornaments upon 
amber, gold, pearls or yellowish lace. The 
gray and green-eyed may venture further 
still, taking besides the browns and purples, 
hut the fortunate brown-eyed may run 
the whole gamut here set down from white 
to black, through all the colofs allotted to 
them in the foregoing list, though they will 
lind nothing betterthan the dark reds and 
umbers. 

The most difficult variation of the red-hair- 
ed type todress isthe sandy-haired, with 
light eye-lashes. It often represents our 
most intelligent and quick-witted women. It 
is hardly ever accompanied with a fine com- 
plexion, but often by a delicate form of the 
bony structure of the face, by fine teeth and 
delicate hands and figure. 

Nothing is so good as black and white for 
this style—always acreamy white and black, 
either solid or transparent. The ornaments 
should be amber, or gold, or jet; nocolor can 
be as gocd with this type as black or white. 
White lace or black lace affords ali the oppor- 
tunity for the effect of dressiness, and the 
white of a creamy cashmere Jor of a cambric 
tulle or muslin can give sufticient variety of 
costume, with the black of velvet, of trans- 
parent grenadine or of cashmere and silk. 
There need be no complaint of sameness. 


Beating Tanner and Griscom.

Terrence Connelly, of Newton, New Jer- 
sey, Who on July 5 began a prolonged fast, is 
now considerably 4 — and much changed, 
and up to last Wednesday, the forty-third 
day, he subsisted entirely upon water, taken 
at frequent intervals turougb the day. Last 
Wednesday he was restiess and complained 
of feeling bad. His family renewed their ap- 
peals to be allowed to prepare some food for 
him, but be said he had no more desire for 
food than when his fast began. In the course 
of the day, however, he was prevailed upon 
to take a teaspoonful of brandy in water, and 
subsequently two teaspoonfuls of beef tea. 
This seemed to stimulate him and he arose 
from his bed without assistance, and fixed 
himself in an easv chair. The next evenin 
he complained of feeling worse, but woul 
not be induced totake any more brandy or 
beef tea, asserting that the brandy was the 
cause of his feeling bad. The next morning, 
however, he was prevailed on to take one or 
two swallows of beef tea, and since that time 
he has continued to take the same amount 
each day. 

He has no faith in beef tea, and says he only 
takes it to please his family. He depends on 
water for strength. and always drinks with a 
keen relish and evident refreshment. When 
asked if bis fasting is not the cause of his 
sickness, he repliesthat he could not eat if he 
attempted it, as he feels as if he had just 
partaken of a hearty meal. He retains his 
cheerfulness, is pleased to see his friends, 
and converses freely and in a strong voice, 
although compelled to rest oftener now thun 
he did two weeks ago. 

Connelly is over 70 years old, and has been 
in bad health for over a year. He was greatly 
reduced in ficsh at the time he began his fast. 
When he first announced to his family that he 
would not eat any more food until his appe- 
tite returned, it was believed he could live 
only a few days unless he was keptup by 
stimulants. But for forty-two days he lived 
on water, and for the last six days on water 
and half a teacup of beef tea.

DEATH IN A DESERT. 


A Cincinnati Prospector’s Melancholy 
End in the Mountaias. 
From the Leadville Chronicie. 


A sorrowful story, but one that may have 
any number of unrecorded parallels in the 
history of the mountains, comes from the 
Holy Cross District. Last week a party of 
Gold Park mmers started up Turkey Creek, 
south of Battle Mountain, on a tour of pleas- 
ure and investigation. Near the head of the 
creek the country is wildly picturesque, and 
no human feet have yet explored it thor- 
oughly. The land here rises in a gradual as- 
cent to the west until it kisses the clouds in 
the majestic peaks of Holy Cross. In no piace 
is it level, but broken by canons and cut by 
tortuous gorges carved in some prehistoric 
glacial age, while the tiny patches of bottom 
land ere covered witb verdure and spangled 
with wild flowers. A more lonely spot na- 
ture could not have fashioned in her most 
winsome mood, each turu revealing some 
new beauty, forever varied and forever en- 
chanting. 

By rome strange . of circum- 
stunces, here it was that the party found a 
scene replete with a sadness that words fail 
to define. At the head of one of the guiches, 
balf hidden by a gigantic Accumulation of 
boulders, knitted together by the roots of the 
pine trees that found sustenance between 
them, was a cabin. It was socrude, so sim- 
ple,and so rough of workmanship that it 
seemed part of Nature’s self, and placed 
there when the trees and rocks and moun- 
tains came. It was, indeed, onfy noticed by 
the shearest of chance as the prospectors 
passed up the canon, but once seen they re- 
solved to pay it a visit, and see if any one 
lived in the vieinity. It was reached by a 
halt obliterated trail, and appeared to be de- 
scrted. The party was surprised and half 
frightened when, upon pushing open the 
door, they saw the prostrate form of a man 
«xterded on the rude bunk. At first 
they thought he was dead, but as 
they approached the bunk they saw from the 
fluttering motion of the chest that life still 
lingered. The body was that of a man about 
forty, partially disrobed, and the eyes closed. 
On bis breast, tightly clutched in one of his 
bands, was a tiny Catholic prayer book 
stamped on the back with a gold cross, an 
well worn, Shocked beyond words, they en- 
dcavored to restore the man to conscious- 
ness. His livid hue, his sunken cheeks, and 
all, bore witness to the faet that he had been 
stricken down by some disease, as he . 
peared to have fainted from exhaustion. In 
a few minutes he regained his consciousness, 
and began totalk in almost audible tones. 
From what he said it was learned that he had 
been working some claims about a quarter of 
a mile below the cabin, and had caught a 
severe cold. It had grown upon him until, at 
last, he was barely able to be about, and his 
lupgs became very sore. In this 
condition he had ventured to visit his prop- 
erty down the gulch, and was there taken 
very sick. It was only with the utmost diffi- 
culty and after an hour of painful exertion 
that he reached his cabin and crawied into his 
bunk. This was the day before the party 
arrived, andduring the night a swift con- 
gestion of the lungs had evidently set in. At 
the time he was discovered this had pro- 
gressed so farthat, even were the best phy- 
sicians at hand, it was e to see that he was 
beyond mortal aid. Realizing that the great 
destroyer was at hand, he had managed to 
get his prayer book down from the shelf at 
the opposite side of the room, and resolved to 
die with a supplication to God on his lips. 
The cabin was far from any neighbors, aud 
he gave up all hope of seeing human faces 
again, While, in a desolation that forever 
veggars words, he lay dying there. 

e said his name was Charles Henderson 
and that bis home was at Cincinnati, O., and 
left a few brief instructions as to whom to 
write to. He originally came to the Holy 
Cross, coming here from Golden about five 
months before. Even as he spoke the poor 
fellow grew visibly weaker and still weaker, 
and toward eveniag sank into unconscious- 
ness again. In this way as the day moved and 
died bis life went out, and when night fell it 
Was a A that the men tenderly straight - 
ened on the clumsy bunk. In the morning 
they burted him close at hand in the sunniest, 
brightest-spot that they could find, and mark- 
ed his name on a rude board at the head. 

Tha life of a prospector may be free and 
grand and untrammeled indeed while health 
is there and hope is young; but in sickness, 
all alone, in death, with no kind hand to close 
the eyes, what a dreary desert, what a waste 
and desolation the mountains must have been!

Electricity in China.

While profoundly scorning the Western 
barbarian—or, as they preferentially desig- 
nate him, the foreign devil’—Chinamen, 
whose capacity for attending to their own 
interests is justly renowned, exhibit praise- 
wortby alacrity in turning to account scientitic 
inventions owing their origin to European 
ingenuity and research. The electric tele- 
graph, however, has hitherto baffled their 
endeavors to utilize it, through its intrinsic 
inadaptability to the peculiarities of the Celes- 
tial written language. They found it imprac- 
ticable to pack away 80,000 or 90,000 characters 
into a telegraphic code; and, had they 
surmounted the difficulty, anotber insupera- 
ble obstacle stared them in the face—the fact 
that the meaning of many Chinese characters 
depends upon vocal inflections not reproduci- 
ble by any arbitrary sign. Telegraphy, there- 
fore, has failed to take root in the Flower 
Land as a popular institition. Not so wit 
the telephone, which speaks Chinese no less 
fluently and accurately than English, French, 
or any other Western idiom. It has conse- 
quently been adopted with enthusiasm in the 
realm of the Dragon, and will, doubtless, ere 
long, be —— claimed as a native discovery 
several thousand years old, by the patriotic 
pundits who cree maintain that gcun- 
powder, steam locomotion, photography and 
the printing press Were familiar to Chinese 
men of science at an epoch considerably ante.

Racing on the St. Lawrence. 
From a Montreal Dispatch. 


There are two rival lines nf steamers o 

St. Lawrence this year, which run 8 
the Thousand Islands down the rapids to 
Montreal. One of these, the Canadian Royal 
Mail Line, which has been in existence for a 

ear, runs from Hamilton to Toronto, touch- 
ng only at Canadian ports. Thie season an 
American line has been started with one 
steamer, the Rothesay, which runs from Cape 
Vincent to Alexandria Bay, and thence on to 
Ogdensburg and Morrisburg. At the latter 


laee, which is eighteen miles below Ogdens- 
: 5 rg. à transfer of passeugers is made to a 
maler steamer, for the purpose of running 
the Bapids on the way to Montreal. 

Great rivalry exists these two lines. 
Last Tuesday the Royal Mail Line steamer 
Spartaa started from Prescott on her trip 
down the river. Shortly after the Rothesay 
of the American Line left Ogdensburg. The 
Rotberay was perhaps two miles behind the 
Spartan. At Ogdensburg or Prescott the 
current proper ofthe St. Lawrence begins.

Before long it was evident that the Rothesay 
was gaining.

But no! steadily the steamer went 
abead, until she came abreast the Spartan 
and but a tew feet distant, when conversation 
was carried on between the passengers. The 
vurreat at this point is very swift, and the 
channel narrow, tortuous, and full of dan- 
gerous rocks. The current pushed both boats 
together till the paddle-boxes touched, and 
thus joined together the two passed down the 
rapids. At one moment the rapids, pressing 
the bows in together, would careen the boats 
outward, tillit seemed asif they must cap- 
size, and then the noise of the rudder-chains 
and the chafing of the boats impressed one 
with the idea that two monsters were locked 
in a death grapple.

The old Count de P. and his wife had been 
involved in political controversies which 
ended by both of them being banished to Si- 
beria. Victor de F., who had played a rolein 
the unfortunate movement, fled in time to the 
United States, and succeeded in finding a 
situation in Baltimore which gave but 
wretched support to himself and his wife. At 
the end of May he set out to find another situ- 
ation, and on the 6th of July, provided with 
very slight means, they started for the far 
West. The journey was fortunate nntil they 
took the railroad between Chicago and Du- 
buque. Inthe cars of the Illinois Central 
Railroad the unlucky man was struck with 
apoplexy and died atonce. Deprived of all 
means of help, the miserable wife, with her 
child six months old, arrived in Dubuque, 
where, with the aid of charitabie persons, she 
ae to give her beloved husband a proper 

urial.

Think kindly 
of an unfortunate one, whose last years of life 
were a long series of disappointments and 
privations.

On receipt of these lines we sought for in- 
formation whetherthe unfortunate lady had 
actually committed the rash deed of suicide 
and child murder, and we received from Han- 
nibal, Mo., the answer that on Friday last the 
corpse of a woman whose dress and appear- 
ance answered our description bad been 
brought ashore. Ofthe body of the child 
nothing had yet been discovered. The various 
articles confided to us were sent on the same 
day to Russia by Morris’ European Express,

Our understanding is 
that underwriters prefer low rates and small 
losses to large rates and heavy losses. It may 
not be a popular thing to do to point out the

THE HUMANE SOCIETY. 


The Dairy Business Throughout St. 
Louis to be Investigated. 


The teamsters who a few months ago work- 
ed and crueily beat disabled horses aud 
mules have come to hold the Humane Society 
in wholesome awe. Twenty-five proseci- 
tions, followed by convictions and fines, have 
wrought a wonderful change in the treatment 
of draft animals in this city. While the 
society does not propose to relax its vigilance 


in this line it willalso endeavorto preveut 
cruelty of another form. Special Officer 
Creecy bad his attention called to the 
manner in which the dairymen of this city 
keep their cows. He accordingly spent « 
part of the day yesterday in investigating the 
matter. He reports that south of Chouteau 
avenue, in what he calls the Bohemian dis- 
trict, he found abouta dozen dairies, in eaci 
of which are kept from five to twenty-five 
cows. He questioned the dairymen closely 
ard learned that in the majority of cases the 
cows were kept stabled from nine to twelve 
months. Inafew instances the cows were 
turved out of their stalls at night, but onlv 
infew. These stalle on an dverage do not 
exceed three feet in width, and the animals 
are tied so that their movements are limited 
to not more than two feet. Many of the 
dairymen said that when they ceased to milk 
the cows at the end of the season they left 
them standing in the stable until they were 
fat enough to sell tothe butcher. The Hu- 
mane Society are clearly of opinion that there 
are good grounds in these facts for a charge 
of cruelty, and besides that the impure milk 
and diseased flesh which is thus furnished 
for consumption in St. Louis is a serious of- 
fense. Tue executive committee of 
the Humane Society wil meet 
at 5 o’clock this afternoon and decide upon 
some plan of procedure in dealing with taese 
dairy men. 8

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KILLED FOR A DRINK. 


Shooting of a Saloon-Keeper by 


a Drunken Desperado. 


Philip Mueller's Tragic Death at the 
Hands of Jack Hayes.

One of the Most Cold-Blooded of 


Recent Killings. | 


The Terrible Deed Perpetrated in a 
Grand Avenue Bar-Room. 


At about 11:20 this morning Jack Hayes 
walked into Philip Mueller’s saloon, at the 
northwest corner of Kossuth and Grand 
‘venues, and on being refused a 
drink whipped out a revolver and 
shot the suloon-keeper dead. The crime was 
committed in the presence of Miller’s wife 
und several habitues of the place, all of whom 
characterize It as one of the cruelest and most 
cold-biooded murders ever perpetratedjhere. 

The story of the murder is as brief as it is 
lerrible. Jack Hayes, a notorious character 
in his neighborhood, has tried before 
this to imbrue bis hands with blood, but 
never succeeded to the extent 
of bis effort. until fo-day. He was 
snocking around on Grand andj Kossuth 
‘venues in an obstreperous state of intoxica- 
‘ion. About II o’clock he waiked into Muel- 
er's saloon, got a lass of beer, 
drank it, told Mueller to put 
it on the slate, and then walked 
out. In a short time he again appeared at the 
par and called for another glass of beer. It 
was givento himandonce more he had a 
nickel charged to him, after which he 
went down the street. At 11:20 o’clock he 
came back for the third time, walked up to 
— a which Mueller was standing, 
anda saia: 

“Give me a glass of beer.“ 

havent got any more beer for you,“ was 
he saloon-keeper’s response. 

“Why ain't vou!“ asked Haves. 9 

“Well,” said Mueller, turning to walk 
away, “this credit business don’t pay.“ 

Hiaves never said a word. He reached his 
and around to his af Sapo pulled out his 
revolver, aud taking aim across the coun- 
ter tired.

‘he least interest in the capture of the slayer 
ifthe innocent saloon-keeper. 
TAKEN TO THE MORGUE. 

Assoon as Coroper Frank received tele- 
siaphic notice of the murder he started out 
with Deputy Coroner Praeaicow. City Under- 
ber Andrew Brown followed with a wazon 
und a large pine box. The murdered man’s 
hody was placed in this and driven to the 
Morgue by Mr. Brown and Deputy Praedi- 
cow a few minutes after the shooting. 


The Arrest. 

As soon as Hayes had fired the shot he 
walked out of the saloon and 
over to the Union car stables, 
just opposite. He turned into the stable 
examining the horses, probably with an eye 
to utilizing one of them in making his es- 


cape. Not seeing any ready, he ~alked out 
into the oarpenter shop in the rear 
and asked Hermann, the carpenter, 
what he was looking at, and cautioned 


ulm not to follow. He went out the back 
way andstarted northward across the prai- 
ric. He coolly smoked a pipe all the time, 
ut appeared very troubled. 


The police were soon notified, and (Officers 
Winkel and Punshon started in pursuit. 
Haves went to visit a wo- 
man he bas deen living with

Utterly Hopeless. 

WASHINGTON, August 26,3 P. M. Up to 
noon to-day there has been no improvement 
in the President’s case. In fact, it has be- 
come more critical. . His mind 
has wandered at times all 
morning, and though he has rallied and has 
been given liquid food by the mouth at inter- 
vals he does not appear to gain in strength. 
It is evident the stomach has lost the power 
of assimilating food. The general break- 
ing- up of the cellular pus saes in 
the inflamed gland and its dischange through 
the oritice of the right ear relieved the patient 
somewhat, but it is feared that there is yet 
imminent dapger of the sloughing of the 
abscess or descent of pus into the body. 

Dr. Boynton, when questioned by the 
Western Associated Press agent this morning 
said he saw no indications of improvement. 

Secretary Blaine, when asked, replied that, 
though the doctors appeared to be encour- 
aged, he could not see on what they based 
their hopes.

POINTS TO FARMERS, 


Agricultural Hints Worth Their 
Weight in Gold. 
The reports of failure of crops from using 
unreliable seed are more numerous this season 
than ever before. Much poor corn was ptant- 
ed, and as a consequence it was necessary to 
resoit te replanting or to sow some late crop, 
like flax or Hungarian grass. In many sec- 
tions there will be a partial failure in the crop 
of Northern sugar-cane, on account of the in- 
ferior seed put in the ground, Many failures 
are also reported of garden vegetables and 
annual flowers. The like is also true in re- 
lation to clover and grasses. Farmers have 
become very neglectful in the matter of sow- 
ing or procuring seed. At one time nearly 
every farmer selected corn for seed before 
the time for harvesting the cropin the fall. 
The ears, with a portion of the husks, were 
placed inadry, airy situation, where the 
grains could ripen and where they were pro- 
tected from the weather andinsects. Just 
before planting-time the shelling was per- 
formed by hand, and all the doubtful specl- 
mens Was rejected. Now many farmers take 
their seed ears from the amb and shell them 
in a machine. No special pains are taken in 
the selection or preservation of grain intend- 
ed for seed. At present not one farmerina 
thousand raises his own garden seeds, and 
very few women and girls sow flower seeds 
from their own grounds. They relyon the 


seedmen for their supply in the spring. In 
alurge proportion of cases there is at least a 
artial failure in both vegetables and flowers. 
‘hen a large proportion of the vegetable and 
flower seeds sold were supplied by the shak- 
ers there were few complaints about their 
quality. Their freshness was assured, for 
every year one of the elders came round, 
took the seeds that local retailers had left 
over, and burned them beforehe placed the 
supply for the season on sale. We have out- 
lived the painstaking ways of our fathers, and 
the honest practices of the shakers. No old 
seeds are cremated now except by accident, | 
and very few farmers take the trouble to raise 
them. It is evident that there must be re- 
form in the matter befere long. Tue losses 
sustained from using unreliable seeds are 
quite too heavy, and the cases of failureal- 
together too frequent. A farmer may be able 
to buy seeds cheaper than he can raise them, 
but he can not be assured the seed he buys 
is true to name or reliable. 


FERTILIZATION OF WHEAT AND CORN, 
Prof. Blount, inthe Rural New Yorker, 
says: “Wheat will not mix inthe grain, how- 
ever closely they are planted. I do not say 
it is an impossibility for them to be crossed 
sometimes. Insects may, when very smail, 
carry the pollen of one kind intothe glumes 
of another variety, and across may in this 
way be produced. Such cases are rare. 
W heat, rye, barley, and many of the grasses 
are hermaphrodite, or bigexual, having both 
stamens and pistils in the same flower. Tne 
f ruulization is accomplished before the an- 
thers appear onthe outside ofthe glumes; 
hence the pollen in every perfect specimen is 
never found onthe outside ofthe anther in 
any butthe dry (dead) state. [have never 
seen any sign or effect in wheat growing and 
wheat fertilization that would lead me in any 
way whatever to declare that wheats of and 
in themselves will mix in the grain. They 
can not cross. If new vaieties are made, 
they must be made, not naturally, but by in- 
sects or mechanical process. 

„No cross can be effected after the anthers 
appear outside. Extracting .the three an- 
thers between the palets before they (the an- 
thers) are ruptured will produce an abortive 
head. The stamens are ruptured quite early 
while pushing against the inside glume-covers 
(palets), and of course, to make a half-and- 
half perfect cross, they must be removed 
quite early—before the pollen in or on 
them is loosened. 

“Corn mixes naturally and easily. It cross- 
es by gravity, and is crossed by insects and 
winds. The wind will effectacross halfa

curry the pollen of one to the silk of another 
variety five miles off. In no case whatever 
will the tassels ofa given stalk fertilize its 
own silk. This is a bold assertion; but | snall 
stand by it until my own experiments prove 
the contrary. For four successive years I 
have covered given ears—in embryo—and 
prevented all but their own pollen from fall- 
ing upon the silk—result, not a grain of cora 
inany case. The tasseland silk do not al- 
ways ripen—do not come ‘in season’ for 
fertiltizing—simultaneously; hence the rea- 
son forso few ears on the stalks. I have 
many times gathered pollen and put it upon 
silks of lower Cars when ‘in season, «and 
found in almost cvery case a perfect ear from 
the operation.”

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On July 14 last the grand jury adjourned 
after clearing up all tbe work expected of it. 
All cases of felony referred to it from the 
Jourt of Criminal Correction were disposed 


| of. Hardly had the inquisition ceased its 


labors and the Judge and clerks. of the Crim- 
inal Court hied them away to green 
fields aud pastures new, when what the sen- 
sational reporter calls the carnival of crime 
was inaugurated. For forty-five days “‘the 
pale air has been streaked with blood.“ The 
next grand jury will meet on October 4. 
Their duties will be more onerous than those 
imposed upon any previous body. There are 
forty more days in which the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction will grind out material for 
them. Should they meet to-day they would 
have to engage their attention eight mur- 
ders, two homicides and thirty-five cases of 
assault to kill, not tospeak of five cases of 
highway robbery, ten cases of grand lar- 
ceny and eleven burglaries. The police 
say that this bas deen the blood- 
jest summer since the wild days 
of the war. The commission of crimes against 
property has not been unusually numerous, 
but the crack of the pistol has been heard 
and the gleam of the knife seen with a fre- 
quency that would better become Leadville 
or an Arizona mining camp. During the pres - 
ent month thirty-two prisoners were com- 
mitted to jail charged witb assault to kill 
alone. The jail is more than crowded with 
criminals. On August 1 there were 160 pris- 
oners; yesterday there were 195, an increase 
of35, and it must be remembered that not 
a day passes that from one to three persons 
are not discharged.

When the grand jury meets, there will 
tirst be brought to their attention, with such

Mr. Paramore Declines to Testify and 
the Whole Matter is Adjourned. 


The celebrated case of Amweg against Par- 


amore and Haseltine was to have begun this 
morning in the law office of Messrs. Jones & 
McCahe by the taking of depositions in be- 
halfof the plaintiff. Thetitle of the case 


is Jno. M. Amweg, Jr., vs. Wm. 


B. Haseltine, Jr. and Fred W. 
Paramore, for $10,000 damages for 
conspiracy and assault. Ten o’clock was the 
time fixed for beginning the depositions. At 
this hour Mr. Amweg was seated in tke office 
cleaning his freckied teeth with a red silk 
handkerchief, while his attorneys paced the 
floor and awaited the appearance of witnesses. 


In a few moments Fred. Paramore tripped up

The late Wm. McKee once said that a 
criticism of the management of a 
St. Louis fire was unheard of; 
the reportorial and fire departments were in 
sweet accord. No reporter could be found 
who would gay aught but praise for the fire 
boys. The companies who had to pay out 
beavy losses could scarcely see the matter in 
that light. Comparisons are odious, but the 
fact remains that, with every favorable ele- 
ment here, we stand far behind the large 
cities of the country in our system 
of contining losses at a fire. If you 
ask me bow I would remedy this, I might 
keep you glued to vour chair for the daytalk- 
ing about this. I reside down town at the 
Planters’ and make u my business to be on 
hand at every large nre, sometimes riding in 
the salvage wagon for that purpose. I have 


visited all the tire departments in this coun- | 


try, in Great Britain and France, and have 
been a witness of many large fires in all 
those cities for the purpose of gaining practi- 
cal experience of the management and contro! 
under the different system. I have just re- 
turned from San Francisco, a month since I 
was in Boston, and observed the workings and 
improvements in those departments. Aftera 
careful review of the systems everywhere I 
will say that the Chicago department is the 
best managed in this country and it 
does better work at a fire than any other. 
Toimprovetbe St. Louis department we 
must introduce a complete organization, a 
thorough discipline, a regular course of drill 
and instruction and a better system of band- 
ling a fire when the a reaches it. 
We must furthermore have our eyes open to 
all improvements, and if practical adopt 
them. Chicago was determined to have a 
well officered department, and she sent 
to New York for Shaler, who grasped the sit- 
uation and gave her a well-drilled force. We 
should make better use of tbe means at our 
command the ladders, hose-protectors, im- 
proved nozzles, etc. When a flre is reached 
its jocation should first be ascertained and 
the ladders placedin position before any- 
thing else is done. There’ should 

no  deluging of he premises 
until it is shown that the fire cannot be held. 
The exercise of some judgment in surveying 
the situation will prevent a needless flow of 
water and destruction of property. The pop- 
ular theory that the St. Louis department 
makes a point of confining the fire is not il- 
justrated in the case of Geo. Bain’s mil), 
where it was allowed to cross the street to 
Powers’ oil factory, or ef the Filley 
Foundry, or of Gauss, Hunicke & Co., or of 
tbe Powell carpet house, or of Appleton, 
Noyes & Co., or many others of late years. 
Those tires all spread to the surrounding 
property. Thetact and skill of a general 
should be brought to bear upon the field 
of a large conflagration and his 
orders should 
the oflicers of each company. 
We are too old-fogyisb in our system here, and 
forget tbat other cities profit by the adoption 
of improvements in tackle and method. 
Babcock might be used oftener than it is, and 
the ladders should be adjusted immediately 
upon reaching the scene of a fire, large or 
small. The new tbree-stream nozzle 
should receive attention, and the rub- 
ber cappings for burst dose. The 
appropriation is not as large as it might be.

If we could make 
a greater point of exercising cool judgment 
when we reacb a fire than of bawling and 
bellowing, helter-skelter, mad pace through 
the streets on our way to it,we should ac- 
complish better results, stifle flames quicker 
and destroy less property with water.’’
